The Chlnfse Im perial M arriage. 
C’orresfiondence of the London Time*. 


Shanghai, March 21.—Tim Pekin Gazette 
of the lith of March unnotinceg that the mar­ 
riage of the Emperor id at length definitely 
resolved on. Tho Empresses Dowager pub­ 
lish three decrees, the first naming the Em­ 
press elect, the second ap|iointiug three other 
ladies to be members of tho harem, and the 
third ordering the Astronomical Board to 
•elect a lucky day In Octoller for the celebra­ 
tion of the marriage. 
THE LADIES OE THE HAREM. 
Tho name of the lady whom Fate and the 
Empresses have selected for this supreme 
honor Is Alute. 
She Is Mongol by descent, 
her father, Chung-chl, a Junior officer of the 
Hanlin College, being t rn of Sai-hang.i, a 
Mongol mandarin who held high office at the 
beginning of the I int reign, uiul hi r mother u 
•laughter of the late Tuanhau, Prince of Cheng, 
who was a prominent member of the anti­ 
foreign party that bt Id sway during the clos­ 
ing years of Hlen-fung, but was overthrown 
by Prince Kung and the Eiuprev-pa iii Noveui* 
ber, ls6 l. One of the oilier three ladies Is a 
•laughter of the ulsiVe Naidianga, and, there­ 
fore, an aunt of the Empress—rather a cur- 
rious admixture of relation-hip; the other 
two are daughters of subordinate officials of 
no particular note. 


the selection by the Empress Regent of a 
granddaughter of such a pronounced oppon­ 
ent of foreigners as Tuanhua to be the future 
Empress docs not necessarily indicate a lean­ 
ing to anti-foreign views on the part of Hie 
present ruler." Time can only show; but I 
suspect that the influence of great mandarins 
like Ll Hungchang will be more potent than 
that of the Empress Consort. 


THE GREAT LL 
I suppose that, as a rule, the names of Chi­ 
nese mandarins are little interesting, and con­ 
vey but indistinct impressions to home read­ 
ers; but no one who followed the course of the 
civil war which it was my duty to sketch in 
18611-4 can have quite forgotten the uame of 
Ll, then Governor of this province, or that of 
his superior Tseng Kwo-fan, Vice-roy of 
Kiangsu, Kiangsi, and Anhwei. 
Li has since 
been Viceroy (rfthese provinces himself, vaca­ 
ted his post to quell the Nienfein insurrection 
in Shantung, returned to the Viceroy of Hupeh 
and Hunan, and is now Viceroy of the metro­ 
politan province of Chili, whither he was call­ 
ed immediately after the Tientsin massacre in 
the stead of Tseng Kwo-fan, who returned to 
his obi post at Nankin. The career of these 
two great mandarins lias been intimately as­ 
sociated, and they were, either individually or 
collectively, without doubt, the most powerful 
Chinamen in the empire. 
Tseng Kwo-fan bas just now suddenly died 
of apoplexy, in his provincial capital, Nankin; 
and Li remains, unsupported by his power but 
unfettered by his rivalry, head of the only 
well-armed and fairly organized army in the 
empire. 
Iii the Eastern countries such a posi­ 
tion is fertile in intrigue, but I have no pur­ 
pose now to descant on tills topic. 
I wished 
chiefly to show why I instanced Ll Uungcliung 
as a man who would have much to say on any 
question of policy. 
It is difficult to say w heth­ 
er Tseng Kwo-fan'i death will more strengthen 
or weaken his )H>sition. 
It leaves him un­ 
questionably without a rival among the great 
satraps, but it is chiefly from the Nankin Vice­ 
royalty that his troops are recruited, and in 
Nankin is the arsenal from winch he draws bis 
munitions of war. 
it is obviously important 
for him, therefore, to have an ally there; ami 
he will as certainly strain bis Influence to 
nominate a successor to the late Viceroy as 
the Pekin government will try to put in a crea­ 
ture bf their own. 
They tried to do this once 
before when Li took tho beld in Shantung, 
but he declined to give up the seals save to 
Tseng Kwo-fan, and TMiig Kwo-fuu accord­ 
ingly was appointed. 


THE POWER OF A CHINESESVTRAP. 
Tseng Two-fan's influence overshadowed 
even Li Ilungehang's, though lie was latterly 
less actively prominent. 
At one time half the 
viceroys wen' bls nominees, and no was per­ 


s o n a lly popular with the people as well as with 
his su’Hirdliiutcs. 
This | torso ital |io| Hilarity 
was one great source of his |>ower. 
He was 
unquestionably the man of ult others imtst 
tooled up to by Ins own countrymen, aud gov­ 
ernors throughout the eighteen province*, cud 
his weight with the central government was of 
course commensurate w ith his popular Influ­ 
ence: In foreign laxities In* probably held a 
middle course. 
Ile was not progressive, but 
he advocated the observance of treaties.

It is easy to conceive that the advisers of the 
young Emperor have steadfastly declined to 
deal with a demand so ]irepuBterooa in Chinese 
eyes as the admission of foreign ambassadors 
to an audience us representatives of novo 
reigns equal with their master. All Confucian- 
dom would have been aghast at the him.va 
tion, and the head of the innovator would 
have been in danger. 
A powerful mandarin 
might have dart'd and steered through the 
crisis, but the moodier* of tho present govern­ 
ment are not individually jHiwerful, aud the 
instinct of u Chinaman is to stave od' rather 
than grapple with un emergency. Tile re­ 
sponsibility could not fauve been put upon the 
Emperor, for he was too young; it would 
have been too patent that a boy of l l or 15 
was acting under (lie influence of hi* uiinist *rs; 
but his Majesty is now i 7( according to the 
Chinese mode of reckoning, which sets down 
a baby us a year old directly when it is hewn; 
and when to the weight of these seventeen 
years is added the dignity of marriage all 
China will concede a certain amount of indi­ 
vidual will to it* ruler.

London, with a population of 3,SOO,POO, still 
grows rapidly. 
The number of birth* last year 
was 112,535—against 80,342. 
The estimated 
increase of population between Ute middle of 
1*71 and of 1872 i* (8,710; so that the natural 
increase was supplemented by about 16,000, 
representing the exec** sf Immigration over 
emigration. 
Tile birth rate in London in 1871 
was equal to 34.5 |w*r thousand persons, lie- 
ing 0.5 below the rate for all England. 
The 
birth-rate (says the Timex) varies remarkably 
iu diderent section* of the imputation, depend­ 
ing much upon age*, proportion of the sexes, 
conjugal conditions, and social pssition. 
The 
death-rate In London in 1871 wa* 24.7 per 
1,000, being 2.1 above the rate for ull Eng­ 
land ; exclusive of the death* from small-|K>x 
the London death-rate would have been only 
22.3. 
As it was, the rate of mortality was 
higher than in any year since 1866, 
when 
cholera was epidemic. 
Tile male death-rate 
of Loudon in 1871 was 26.6, while among fe­ 
males it was only 22.8; at the recent census 
there w ere 11 S. 7 female* living iii london to 
each IOO mali**. 
Im 1871 there were 2,594 
death* from violent causes in london, 1,138 of 
them from negligence or accident, including 
909 from fractures and contusion, among 
which are 2os deaths caused by hor**** or vehi­ 
cles in the street*. 
Among the deaths by 
negligence or accident are 490 faun sufJoca- 
tion, nearly all case* of infants; there were 
109 cases of murder or manslaughter, nearly 
all of them eases of infanticide.
